Following the selection of .Wash- 
ington as the seat of the confer- 
ence which it is hoped may event- 
uate in a permanent peace in the 
Far East, there was a lull today in 
the negotiations.

:ion of the plenipotentiaries will be 
the next step. 


It is now expected 
that 
the 


announcement of the-selection'of 
the plenipotentiaries will be pro- 
mulgated in Washington after the 
two governments shall have com- 
municated

to 


President Roosevelt. 


It is probable thai the formal 


public announcement of the selec- 
tions will be made here .practically 
coincident with 
the 
President's 


communications 
to Russia and 


Japan. 


It is learned today authoritative- 


ly 'that M. Neiindoff, the Russian 
Ambassador to Paris, will be 'one 
of the plenipotentiaries for the'St. 
Petersburg government and that 
Marquis Ito will probably be the 
principal representative 
of Japan. 


Ito's selection is certain provided 
his health will permit him to par- 
ticipate in the treaty negotiations. 


So far as can be ascertained here 


the number of the plenipotentiaries 
to be named by each government 
has not been .determined, but it is 
expected now that the number will 
not exceed three each. 


It is not unlikely that the names 


of the plenipotentiaries 
and 
the' 


time agreed upon for the assemb- 
ling of the. conference will be made 
next week.

THE QUESTIONS ABOUT MACHINES. 


Interesting Explanations Are Made By the Agents 


For the Ballot Machines—What They 


Propose to DO at the Elections. 


For the purpose of getting informa-' 


tlos as regards the respective merits 
of the Dean and the Standard voting 
machines, the selection of which for 
the purpose of conducting elections in 
Alameda. county, is now before the 
Board of Supervisors, THE TRIBUNE 
last night propounded questions to the 
representatives of these machines, and 
today, through interviews with those 
gentlemen, secured 
specific 
answers, 


•which will be found below. The ques- 
tions propounded are as follows: 


"1. Do the voting machines; now on 


exhibition permit the voter to vote a 
straight ticket? 
. "2. Do the machines permit the vo- 
ter to retract 'a ' straight ticket with 
one movement and vote 
for another 


straight tickt? 


• "3. Do they permit the -roter. If he 
def-ires, to vote a split ticket, and how? 


"4. Do -they permit, a voter to vote a 


selective ticket, such as .was voted in 
the City of Oakland at the last munic- 
ipal election? 


"5. In the selective groups do the 


machines permit a man to vote for an 
endorsed candidate but once, and hav- 
ing voted for h'm once, does the ma- 
chine prohibit the voter from votin: 
for the same person again, and if so, 
how? 


"6. Do the counters in the selective 


group show how 
many 
votes were 


cast by the Republican, Democratic 
or other party? 


"7. Do the machines permit a man 


to vote for a person not nominated at 
all, and do they permit the voter to 
retract or change his vote in the inde- 
pendent row, as well as upon the face I from the machine is unable to 
of the machine?

WASHINGTON. June 16.—Already 


the epoch-making meeting to be held 
between the plenipotentiaries of Rus- 
sia and Japan to discuss means of 
ending the war has received, a name. 
In despatches to Europe from

briefly termed "the Washington Con- 
erence." 


The announcement of the selection of

BROUGHT TO OAKLAND. 


It Is alleg-ed that Miss Quttrich was 
brought to California by her aurt, 
Mrs. Knauer, wJien a girl of only 17 
years, leaving her connections lii Chi- 
cago and taking up her residence with 
her aunt 
in Oakland, 
where Mrs. 


Knauer owned a grocery "store at the 
corner of Eleventh avenue and East 
Fourteenth street. A short time ihera- 
arter Max Spaete purchased the ttore. 
giving- in payment cash to the amount 
of $5000 and a 1 its for $2000. It is 
now claimed by ;je Spaetes, hu'-bar.d 
and wife, that a marriage was con- 
HCved between them by Mrs. Kiaue-, 
though reference is not made to any 
free will or ptvsonai agency they may 
have had in this interesting connubial 
adventure. But, and what is morp se- 
rious, they allege in their complairt 
that Mrs. Knauer induced her niece 
to obtain from Max Spaete a dtud of 
the store. 
Having seen this transfer 


made, It is further alleged that Mrs. 
Knauer incited them to strife, which 
ended in an open rupture of their 
marital relations. 


USED WEAPONS? 


Following this, and while the couple 


was separated, it is stated in the com- 
plaint that Mrs. Knauer worked on the 
fears of the young niece and wife to 
the extent of making her fear for her 
life, the weapons used being repeated 
threats that the husband was contem- 
plating:, killing- his wife. As a means 
to greater safety, it is further stated 
that Mrs. Knauer induced her niece 
to transfer the property she had se- 
cured by deed from her husband 
to 


Mrs. 
Knauer. 
Two days later, the 


complaint recites, the aunt induced the 
niece to convey to her personal prop- 
erty in the store to the stated valua- 
tion of $1,235, and then gave her a 
draft for $700 on a Chicago bank- and 
urged her to go to that city at once 
to escape the insane wrath of her hus- 
band. Mrs. Spaete, notwithstanding" 
the representations made, was reluct- 
ant to g-o, and she delayed her depar- 
ture even after her aunt gave her a 
note for $2,000. 
The upshot of the 


delay was a meeting with her husband, 
at which the aunt was not present, and 
an entire reconciliation was effected. 
The suit is the outgrowth of the re- 
conciliation, and Mrs. Knauer will be 
asked to show what the considerations 
were the various transfers recorded. 


NOT THE FIRST. 


This suit is not 'the first in. which 


Mrs. 
Knauer has figured in Califor- 


nia and elsewhere. In two -petitions for 
revocation of her husband's will start- 
ling allegations were made against 
her, and strong criticism attached at 
the time to the will and codicil that 
made her executrix as well as' legatee 
of her husband's will and estate. De- 
cember 
8, 1902, Ferdinand Knauer. 


'but recently married to Marie Taube, 
for so Mrs. Knauer's name was, exe- 
cuted a will bequeathing bis estate to 
"heirs in accordance with the laws of 
this. State (California,)" but a codicil 
was appended in a different handwrit- 
ing on December 29th, arrogating the 
entire estate to Mrs. Knauer.

NECESSITY FOR DEFINING THE 


LEGAL RESPONSIBILITY' OF 


PROPERTY" OWNERS. 


Capitalist C. H. King of Oakland has 


been arrested for alleged violation of an 
ordinance of the city requiring weeds to 
be- destroyed in the space between the 
side-walk and the property line. It Is said 
Mr. King was notified several times of 
the requirements of the ordinance but ne- 
glected to comply with its provisions and 
the arrest followed. 
He deposited cash 
bail and engaged a lawyer, so it is sup- 
posed he intends to fight the case and 
test the law. It attracts much interest 
because of his prominence and because 
it is one of the first attempts to enforce 
the law. 


It is a case that has considerable in- 


direct as well as direct interest for the 
people of other cities. 
It is therefore 


fortunate that the Oakland tes£ is to be 
made against a frontage holder who is 
rich and can afford to bail himself ouc 
and pay the costs if he loses in the highe'- 
courts. At any rate, it is well to know 
whether such laws are enforceable against 
the capitalists. There is a good deal of 
vagueness about the respective- rights and 
duties of a municipality and frontage 
owners-with respect to streets. .Even the 
validity of the Vrooman law hung in the 
balance for a number of years. But In 
street improvements between the curbs 
it is the accepted doctrine that when tho 
frontage holder has responded to an of- 
ficial assessment the city itself is there- 
after held responsible for the maintenance 
and cleaning of the streets. 
But in respect to that portion of ths 
street between the curb and the property 
line, it is the universal practice in cities 
for the frontage owner to maintain the 
required sidewalk and keep it clean. Even 
in the largest cities it usually devolves on 
the private owner to provide and care for 
the portion of tho highway dedicated to 
the use of pedestrians exclusively, but 
this is always under municipal regulation 
such regulation being included in the or- 
dinary police powers of the corporation 
authorities. 
It is-a little singular that 
the prevailing practice should apply a 
different rule for the sidewalk space to 
Oaf for the central highway, as both are 


covered by the same easment, but it is 
not the only instance in American law 
(written and unwritten) where reverse 
rules are applied to separate parts of ths 
same thing. 
As to permitting weeds to grow in a 
city there .of course must be power lodged 
in the city authorities to cause them to 
be eradicated. It is a sin against nature 
and a crime against urban art to let 
noxious weeds grow anywhere in a city. 
They are decidedly a nuisance as are the 
fruit pests, cesspools, leaky sewers or 
pools of polluted water. On private prem- 
ises the community has the right to 
coerce the owner to abate 
any 
such 
nuisance. But in the public highway it 
seems that this rich Oaklander has doubts 
about his responsibility for weeds that 
some idle boy or some vagrant bird may 
have brought to the sidewalk space. But 
if :the city authorities can compel the 
private owner to put down a regulation 
sidewalk in the public street, why should 
it not compel him to take up irregular 
weeds?—Stockton Independent.

in the Morgue. The third, which kept 
the searchers at work all night, was 
found about S o'clock this morning. 


The victims are P. Marino, aged 12; 


.Thomas O'Connor, aged 10; and P. Al- 
banza, aged 12. The youngsters were 
wading in the pool, stepped into" a 
deep hole and being unable to swim 
lost their lives. 


Coroner Gormley, who has been in- 


vestigating the sad affair, says that 
there was at least one eye-witness to 
the d>ownlng, as he has learned that 
another boy, whose name he has as 
yet been unable to ascertain, has re- 
lated a story of thrilling heroism In 
connection with the death of O'Con- 
nor and Albanza. This lad, it appears, 
was In company 'with the others, but 
refused to go into the water with them. 
Terrified at the trae-dy which was en- 
acted before his. eyes, he ran away 
sobbing- as though his heart was 
breaking, and when questioned by a 
man who met him as he fled home- 
ward, he said:

I believe that Dr. Blown and his au- 
dience, as well as THE. TRIBUNE and 
its readers, will give just consideration 
to such an explanation of these matters 
as . will show that these so-called "Jim 
Crow" laws, so far from involving a dis- 
crimination against the negro, are actu- 
ally made and enforced In his interest— 
jrovided such explanation can be made.v 
Such an explanation I shall undertake, if 
you will allow me space. This can best 
x done by simply stating the facts— 
facts which every man learns to appreci- 
ate when he has lived for a few years in 
the South. 


One—With reference to waiting-roms, 
coaches and seats In street cars, the laws 
specifically state that they are to be 
'equal but. separate." And I have ob- 
served in my extensive travels in the 
south that, where the passenger- traffic 
is-about equally divided between the two 
races, these laws are enforced without 
discrimination. 


Two—A colored man who goes faito a 
street car seat, a. passenger coach or 
waiting-room which' is reserved for white 
people is, promptly ousted. And when a 
white man goes into the negro's apart- 
ment, car or waiting-room he Is ousted 
with equaj promptness. 
Three—Booker Washington and Gov- 
ernor Terrell of Georgia could ride to tlie 
same coach all day, not only with com- 
fort, but with pleasure to both. But there 
are many negroes with whom Governor 
Terrell -would not like to ride—and many 
of them would not like to ride with the 
Governor. And there are -white people— 
more or less ignorant and vicious, , no 
doubt—but there are 
many 
such—who 
would not like to ride with Washington 
and would make it unpleasant for him if- 
orced to do so. If this be true, and it is 
true, it does not take a wise man to see 
what the result would be trail the whites 
and .all the blacks, good bad and indiffer- 
ent, were allowed (or compelled) to ride' 
ogether. And let it be-always borne in 
mind that the white-man is the stronger, 
and. in every clash among the lower ele- 
ments the negro is -doomed to come out 
econd best. Thus these laws protect the 
negro—the bad negro, against himself; 
and the good negro against the bad element 
both races. 
I do not emphasize the 
Drotection afforded white men, good or 
Dad, for they are usually able to protect 
hemselves. 
Fourth—I agree with Dr. Brown that 
t .seems hard that a man like Booker 
Washington cannot have the privileges of 
he sleeping cars when prepared to -pay 
or them. This, however, is the" "irony 
f fate" and not the fault of legislators. 
Laws cannot be made for exceptional 
cases. The white and colored people must 
occupy separate accommodations, for rea- 
sons already given. Washington is a col-- 
ored man. He cannot, .therefore, ride in, 
a sleeping car devoted to the use of white 
IJeople. But the railroads do not provide 
•sleeping cars for colored people, and this, 
for the reason that few- colored people 
travel long distances, and. most of those 
who do prefer a free reclining chair to a 
berth in a sleeper at $2 a night All this 
will be changed in a few years. As wealth 
and culture Increases among the negroes, 
sleeping cars for their accommodation 
will be in demand. And when the demand 
is-felt the sleeping car companies may be 
depended upon to provide the supply. 
Fifth—Finally, allow me to point out, 
that as two families will usually be better 
friends and better neighbors by occupying 
separate homes and not mixing their 
domestic affairs too much, so the white 
people and the negroes are becoming bet- 
ter friends as they learn, with the passing 
of years, to walk more and more in their 
respective paths, forcing nothing, but al- 
lowing each to determine for himself to 
.what extent he will mingle with the other

Buchanan and Fremont 


A magazine writer discussing the politics of the ante-war period, 


calls the election of Buchanan in 1856 "a national misfortune." All he 
seems to consider is the nerveless conduct of Buchanan during the 
months between the election and inauguration of Lincoln. 
His opin- 


ion illustrates the narrowness of some historical judgments. It was a 
good thing for the country that Buchanan was elected in 1856. This is 
not said by way of extolling him or in extenuation of his truckling to 
the slave power and the treasonable sentiment that pervaded it, but as 
a deliberate judgment of the consequences which would have followed 
the defeat of Buchanan. 


John C. Fremont would have been President had Buchanan been 


defeated. His election would have meant the triumph of the Demo- 
crats in 1860. Lincoln would have not been President, would not have 
been nominated even, and a crisis would have been forced prematurely 
and under conditions unfavorable to the anti-slavery cause. 


Fremont was a vain, unstable, visionary man, with no claim to 


statesmanship. He was a failure in everything he undertook, from 
the management of his personal affairs to the handling of an army* 
He possessed neither calmness of temper, serenity of mind, nor breadth 
of vision. His judgments were noted for their unsoundness. His 
fame rests chiefly on his explorations, yet his blunders as an explorer 
were inexcusable and well nigh fatal to himself and the members of 
his expeditions. He was as obstinate in sticking to his conclusions as 
he was hasty in drawing them, and he swelled with importance the 
higher he ascended in authority. Early in the war, while command- 
ing in Missouri, he embarrassed the administration and injured the 
Union cause by issuing a proclamation emancipating the slaves. 
The 


man did not realize the gravity "of the act or understand that he was 
nullifying the Constitution of the United States.' 


Fancy what would have happened had he been elected in 1856. 


He would either have involved the country in civil war or have so dis- 
gusted the nation that the moral uprising which carried Lincoln into 
the White House would have been impossible. Had he forced the 
rebellion, the result would have been disastrous to the Union in all 
probability. He was not the man to cope with the proud, fierce, des- 
perate South, led by resourceful chieftains, nerved to a struggle with- 
out a parallel in history. There is every reason to believe that the 
conflict would have terminated differently with Fremont in the Presi- 
dential chair. A different result than the one achieved would have 
been an unspeakable calamity to this Republic and to the cause of hu- 
man advancement. 


That is why the gods were good to us when Buchanan was elect- 


ed in 1856 instead of Fremont. A tin soldier could not have led this 
nation to victory in the greatest crisis of its history. 


The Washington correspondent of the Cleveland Plain Dealer 


describes the Secretary of Commerce and Labor as "a millionaire 
planter."

How- 
ever, it is not amiss to remark the Washington correspondent often 
writes more than he or anybody else knows.

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Our Policy-No Meddling 


If there is any scheme oh foot for the great powers to apply 


pressure to Japan to induce her to relinguish the fruits of her victory, 
we trust our government will be no party to it. The efforts of the 
President to bring about peace negotiations merit the highest com- 
mendations of the civilized world, but his "good offices" should stop 
there. It is not our busiiiESs to dictate what terms Japan shall pro- 
pose or what terms Russia shall accept. After the war with China 
Russia, France, Germany and England collogued together to rob 
Japan of the concessions China granted her as the result of that war, 
just as Disraeli and Bismarck robbed Russia of the fruits of her vic- 
tory over Turkey, when the provisions of the treaty of San Stefano 
were set aside for the convention of Berlin. It is the part of the Unit- 
ed States to be fair and friendly to both 
the 
belligerent 
nations, 


mediating to stop bloodshed, but helping neither one nor the other 
to get the better of the opposing nation. Our government should be 
no iparty to any arrangement by which the neutral powers shall de- 
termine the penalties Russia shall pay or the amount of compensation 
Japan shalj exact, for if it does so it will surely get its fingers burned. 
Neither Great Britain nor Germany ^ept faith with the Christians of 
Macedonia after the treaty of Berlin had again given them over to the 
tender mercies of the Turk. Lest this exhibition of bad faith should- 
not be convincing, the faithless greed of Germany, England and Rus- 
sia after Japan had been plundered by concert ten years ago is a 
further proof of what may be expected of rascally partners engaged 
in a rascally business. After the suppression of the Boxer rebellion, 
Russia calmly broke faith with all the Powers concerned in the Pekin 
expedition and provoked the present war by a policy of deliberate ag- 
gression which threatened the integrity of China and the independ- 
ence of Japan. When Japan was compelled to fight in self defense 
neither the United States nor any European power lifted a hand to 
hqld Russia back or encourage the Japanese. The civilized world ex- 
pected Japan to be vanquished. 
Now that she is victorious and in a 


position to dictate the terms of peace, it would be shameful for the 
Powers to step in between the humbled bully of Europe and the hu- 
miliation justly earned by bad faith and wanton aggression. If Ger- 
many and France desire to do this thing, our government should not 
encourage them, much less lend assistance to the nefarious scheme. 
We should keep our hands clean in this matter and scrupulously re- 
frain^from meddling in the division of the spoils of war between for-: 
eign nations!

son's delicacies. 


Every delicate girl is warned 
to 


avoid "twice cooked meats," but there 
is no reason in the world why they 
should not be as delicious and 
as 


nourishing as a roast or cut if prop- 
erly prepared as a curry or mince. 


No bachelor girl should be without 


a mincing machine. It is so easy to 
make a tempting dish when the In- 
gredients are properly prepared. 


Cold meat put through the machine, 


and then allowed to warm .quickly on 
the chafing dish flre, if served hot is 
perfectly harmless, but If cooked a 
second time the . Juices undergo a 
change which renders the meat more 
difficult to digest. 


A cupful of told meat heated in a 


little water and seasoned with salt and 
pepper and a lump of butter, to which 
may be added a teaspoonful of onion, 
makes a tasty dish. 


A fresh tomato, allowed to steam 


luxury, and if curry Is liked, a tea- 
spoonful of curry powder stirred i:ito 
the mixture will dispose of an old 
joint In a most satisfactory way. 


Lobster Newburg Is a tempting dish 


and not at all expensive. 
A fresh or 


canned lobster can be prepared at 
home for a few cents. If provision is 
to be made for three persons a small 
fresh lobster, or one tin. Is to be cut 
into small pieces and placed In a Chaf- 
ing dish containing two tablespoonfult 
of hot butter. 


Cook slowly ftre minutes, then £ 


one teaspoonful of ealt, one 
table- 


spoonful of thetry, one-eighth of a 
teaspoonfol. of 
pepper and a slight 


grating of nutmeg. 
Meanwhile, beat 


the yolks of two eggs and add to them 
a quarter of a pint of cream.

this over the cooking mixture and stir 
constantly lor one minute. Serve in- 
stantly. There is no nicer way of pre- 
paring lobster, hut it requires care 
and accuracy. 


Cold bits of boned flsh, heated with 


a white 
gravy, 
made by stirring a 


tablespoonful of butter and another of 
flour, well mixed together. Into a cup- 
ful of mHk, arid to this mixture add- 
ing a cold boiled potato, makes a de- 
licious "fish chowder." 


American. people alwurs bake mae- 


;aroni, but the Italians and French have 
many ways of cooking this excellent 
vegetable. 
For the. bachelor girl the 


.following la to be recommended: 


Bon the macaroni until It is soft 


Drain and cover with 'milk and heat 
through, again, adding a lump of but- 


ter, a very little flour dissolved In milk 
and a couple of tablespoonfuls of gra- 
ted cheese. 


If the flavor of the tomato la liked 


a sauce should be added. Thlt it made 
by steaming a can of tomatoes and 
thickening with flour and milk. 


There is great scope for making all' 


sorts of soups in a chafing dish, and It 
is not a bad idea for a bachelor girl 
to lay in a stock of canned soups for 
"hurry" occasions. 


Almost every American girl know* 


how to make good coffee, but for thoae 
who don't here to a simple method. 


Heat a Jug, then pour in a heaping

ON LABOR QUESTIONS AN= 


CIENT AND MODERN. 


Rev. Charles R. Brown flakes Ad- 


dresses at the Peoples' Forum 


at Alcatraz Hall. 


There was a meeting of ,the People's 


Forum at Alcatraz Hall :ln West Oakland 
last night and the Rev. Charles R. Brown 
was the speaker, of the evening. 
The 


purpose of the organization is to dispel 
by Uectures and addresses some oL tiie. 
ignorance 'that surrounds our footsteps 
in our/.-passage .through' this vale of 
tears, and last night Rev. Brown dis- 
cussed somewhat ..at arm's length the 
labor question, comparing some of the 
problems which confront modern jivil- 
ization with those which confronted the 
Israelites , after they, iad been led out 
of Egypt under the leadership of Moses. 


What could only -be Inferred from the 


speaker's address as to his posit'oi on 
the labor question of the day was 
brought out by several questions asKed 
'of him at the close of his remarks. One 
of these was: "The necessaries of life 
having been monopolized, what can be 
done by individuals today?" To this the 
speaker answered that he 'did not believe 
that there was a man or set of men "wise 
•enough to map out a complete plan of 
universal action,' "We can only guide 
and lay out our course as. we go along," 
he said. 


LABOR UNIONS.' 


Following this the speaker was risked 


if he ; believed the labor union move- 
ment was a move in the rfght direction, 
and if he believed that unions tendd.I to 
alleviate the wrongs they were 
to do away with. 
I "Yes," he 
answered, "I 
believe in 


unions. 
If I was a 
working man I 


should belong to a union. I believe In 
using things manufactured under healthy 
conditions. I do belong to a ministers' 
union. We have one and I pay my dues 
regularly." 


Seated 
on the 
platform with 
the 


speaker were Revs. Boyer, Potter and 
Burgess. 
Charles 
Symmes 
acted 
as 


chairman of the meeting and Introduce-* 
Hev. Brown, who stated that the re- 
marks he was about to make was one 
of a series of four lectures delivered be- 
fore the summer school at Berkeley. He 
said in part: 


"The old book of Exodus tells the story 


of an ancient labor movement, which is 
full of suggestion 
for 
these modern 


times. The Israelites suffered industrial 
oppression under Pharaoh. 
Their un-. 


happy condition made its appeal to the 
Lord, and He said to Moses: 'I have 
seen the affliction of my pepole by rea- 
son, of their taskmasters and I am come 
down to deliver them.' He punished the 
oppressors with plague and pestilence 
and brought the people. out that .they 
might establish in the land of Canaan a. 
commonwealth of free and prosperous 
industry. 


PROMISED LAND. 


"The lecture tonight is one of a seri-sfi 


of four and it deals with the training 
these people received on their way to 
the land of promise. They learned that 
men live in the last 
analysis by the 


bounty of God and that the best re- 
sults are gained when the food supplies 
are -so equitably administered that 'each 
man gathers according to his eating,' as 
the narrator says—the strong so conse- 
crating their strength that they have 
nothing to waste in hurtful luxury, and 
the weak so aided in their feebler effort 
that they have no lack. 


"And is not this great principle equally 


applicable today? Does not God intend 
that all these rich resources, which He 
has created for the good of his children, 
shall be administered, not for ' the pri- 
vate profit of the few, but for the larger 
well-being of the many? And how. have 
we fulfilled that divine purpose in the 
present organization of society., and in 
the current methods of distribution! I 
tremble when I remember that God if 
just, in the face of the glaring inequali- 
ties of condition among us and in the 
presence of the selfish monopolies on the 
one hand and the heavily burdened and 
helpless poor on the other. 


"Absolute equality in outward condi- 


tion is probably impossible so long as 
it plepses the Creator to divide up ability 
so unequally, giving to one man ten tal- 
ents, to another five, to another one. Nof 
am I sure .that absolute equality IB dc- 


of labor. The Fourth Commandment was 
to secure to all 'weary toilers one rest 
day in seven — alas that human greed and 
hard necessity have so often robbed the 
weary of their 
divine birthright! 
In 


view of this divine utterance regulating 
the hours of labor for those Israelites 
-who 
had just escaped from industrial 


slavery in Egypt, those critics who feel 
that the discussion of social questions 
before the altars of religion is out of 
place, might do well to rea/i these Ten 
Commandments once more. 


' "Here under the shadow of Slnal, too, 


men are reminded that all our rights are 
modified by our obligations. 
The man 


who insists on bis right to manage his 
own business in his own way, must re- 
member that such a right is modified 
by his obligation to manage It in such 
a way that his own prosperity Khali in- 
clude a fair measure of prosperity for 
the working men whose interests are 
.bound up with his own in that enter- 
prise. The man who insists on his indi- 
vidual right to work 
at anything he 


pleases for anything he chooses, must 
remember that that right also is modified 
by his obligation not 
to 
imr.«ril the 
standards of living for, the whole class 
of men to which he belongs.' The moral 
bearing of our acts upon the 'interests 
of others must be steadily considered, 
even more than our present and per- 
sonal advantage. 


"And finally in the rebuke given to 


them when .they, set up their . golden 
calf, those ancient wage-earners learned 
that there cannot be safely set up 'any 
symbol of brute force or any gods of 
gold in the place of Him who Is entitled 
to receive the utmost devotion of our 
hearts, and who alone is able to produce 
that quality of life which shall gain 
an entrance into the land of promise."

Bernard Etcheverry, who comes from 
the University of Nevada to take the 
place of an associate with Professor 
Mead, is a graduate of the University

June 7 by the representatives of Ven- 
ezuela and the 
Disconto' Gesselschal't, 


representing the 
German 
bondholders, 


and the council of foreign bondholders, 
•epresenting 
the 
British 
bondholders. 


The contract provides for the issue of 
3 per cent bonds to the amount of 132,- 
049,290 bolivars gold, redeemable within 
forty-seven years. 
The 
issue will be 


guaranteed by the irrevocable preferen- 
tial assignment of 25 per^ cent of 
the 


ordinary customs duties, but pending1 the 
payment of the liabilities, to pay which 
30 per cent of the customs receipts of 
La Guaira and Puerto Cabello are as- 
signed. 
Under the protocols signed at 


Washington 'February 12, 1903, there will 
be assigned to the new issue, in tempo- 
ran* substitution of'this guarantee of 25 
per cent of the ordinary customs, CO 
per cent of the customs of all the other 
ports of Venezuela. This issue will for- 
ever be exempt from all Venezuelan Ira- 
posts, etc., and the Government of Ven- 
ezuela is precluded from contracting any 
loan abroad unless it applies the. product 
thereof to the repayment of the present 
issue. 


The contract provides that payments 


for the service of the debt shall be 
made to the German and British Min- 
is ters to Venezuela for t ransmisslon to' 
the Disconto Gesselschat't and the coun- 
cil of foreign 
bondholders respectively, 


so apparently the British objections lo 
this clnuse have been overcome.

FINANCES OF COLLEGE 


Y. M. C. A. 


Deficit Reported in Annual Publica= 


tion—Membership Falls Below 


That of Last Year. 


BERKELEY, June 16.—The Y. M. 


C. A. at the University of California 
is not in the best of condition, as a 
deficit of sever*! hundred dollars and 
an 
appreciable 
loss of membership 


are reported by the officers "of the Y. 
M. C. A. of the University, in the an- 
nual report, just issued. It has been 
difficult to make collections, accord- 
ing to the report of Secretary W. 
Clyde Smith," and subscriptions 
also 


have been, apparently few and 
far 


between. 
The total membership of 


the Association at the' University is. 
280, as compared with 315 last year. 


The financial situation is summed 


up in the following- paragraph of the 
^report: 


The great weakness in the work for 


the past year was the financial cam- 
paign among the students and aJumni. 
While the faculty and outside friends 
contributed more liberally than 
in 


previous years, thase two classes fell 
considerably below what a conserva- 
tive estimate would have expected. A 
very small portion of the annual mem- 
bership^dues were collected and a stil1 
smaller' number of student subscrip- 
tions for the general fund secured. At 
th,e same time the enlargement of the 
work for which no provision had been 
made in the budget caused a deficit 
of a few hundred dollars, in the shape 


of unpaid bills. A portion of this will 
still be made up 'before the close of 
the financial year, June 1st, ^>ut the 
balance will Iiave to be carried over 
to the next year. 


The association began a movement 


to raise $2,500 for a Christian hostelry 
for Japanese students in Kyoto, Japari, 
but failed to complete the work, only 
a few hundred dollars having been 
subscribed. It is stated that the re- 
mainder probably will'be raised by 
January 1, 1906. 


The; report contains a table, snow- 
ing the callings .which a large per- 
centage of University students pro- 
pose following, the figures being as 
follows: 


Agriculturists, 12; architects, 3; ar- 


tists, 1; business,'25; chemists, 21; 
dentis,ts, 1; engineers, 351; civil, 104; 
electrical, 74; mechanical, 3~; mining, 
134; foresters, 3; lawyers, 61; literary, 
6; ministers, 16; physicians, 24; teach- 
ers, 32; undecided as to life work 135; 
total, 692. 


Tbe same 692 names are then tab- 


ulated as to their religious preferenc- 
es. The largest percentage is found 
to be Congregationalists. 
The Epis- 


copalians are a close second, followed 
at wide intervals by the Presbyter- 
ians and Methodists. 
Five per cent 


are Christian Scientists .while 179 or 
25 per cent have no Religious pref- 
erence at all.
